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GOP minority finds one field for easy victory 


BALTIMORE (AP) - Republicans 


combined sharp pitching from a 51- 
year-old 
righthanded 
representative 


and took advantage of errors by the op- 
position to trounce Democrats on the 
baseball field. 


"We win in baseball, 
if nothing 


else," said Rep. Silvio Conte of Mas- 
sachusetts after the Republicans pre- 
vailed 7-3 Tuesday night for their llth 
consecutive victory in the annual con- 
gressional game. 


Conte, the GOP manager with a 12-1 


record in the series which began in 
1962, showed some pregame concern. 
He noted that his players were jittery 


after practicing "too close to the White 
House." 


But in accepting the winner's trophy 


in ceremonies following the surpris- 
ingly well played four-inning game. 
Conte turned diplomatic. 


"I congratulate the Democrats for 


their sportsmanship," he said. "They 
played well, but unfortunately not as 
well as our team." 


Everybody cheered — players on 


both teams, the secretaries from Capi- 
tol Hill posing as cheerleaders, and the 
fans in Baltimore's Memorial Stadium 
where the game has been played for 
two years while Washington. D.C.. 


awaits the return of major league base- 
ball. 


Two errors by the Democrats led to 


four unearned Republican runs in the 
second inning, with winning pitcher 
Bob Michel of Illinois and rookie Pete 
Domenici of New Mexico driving in 
runs. 


Michel was credited with his 12th vic- 


tory. The only time his team lost, in 
1963, was when bullpen .coach George 
Susce of the pro Washington Senators 
pitched for both teams. 


Sen. Domenici made his debut as a 


relief pitcher, subbing for Rep. Bill Co- 
hen of Maine, who was occupied as a 


member of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee considering articles of impeach- 
ment against President Nixon. 


Rep. Wilmer Mizell of North Caro- 


lina, known as "Vmegui Bend" when 
he pitched as a pro in the majors, 
doubled for two GOP runs in the third 
inning. Sen. Lowell Weicker of Con- 
necticut, who missed last year's game 
during the Watergate hearings, drove 
in another. 


The Democrats didn't score until 


Rep. Don Riegle of Michigan tripled 
with a man on and two out in the final 
inning. Riegle then stole home for the 


second run. and losing pitcher Rep. 
Mendel Davis of South Carolina, bunted 
another across. 


Riegle played in four earlier games 


for the Republicans, and this was his 
tirst for the Democrats since switching 
party affiliation. 


"We were afraid of leakage because 


of him, and changed our signals," 
Conte said. "But we won. This is our 
yearly morale booster." 


Rep. Frank Clark of Pennsylvania, 


with an 0-8 record as the Democratic 
manager, issued his annual postgame 
statement: "Wait till next year." 


Article 3 questions 
Nixon's fidelity to oath 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Following is the text of Article 111 of the 


impeachment resolution approved by the House Judiciary Committee: 


In his conduct of the office of President of the United States, Richard 


M. Nixon, contrary to his oath faithfully to execute the office of President 
of the United States and, to the best of his ability, preserve, protect, and 
defend the Constitution of the United States, and in violation of his 
constitutional duty to take care that the laws be faithfully executed, has 
failed without lawful cause or excuse to produce papers and things as 
directed by duly authorized subpoenas issued by the Committee on the 
Judiciary of the House of Representatives on April 11, 1974, May 15,1974, 
May 30, 1974, and June 24, 1974, and willfully disobeyed such subpoenas. 
The subpoenaed papers and things were deemed necessary by the 
Committee in order to resolve by direct evidence fundamental, factual 
questions relating to presidential direction, knowledge or approval of 
actions demonstrated by other evidence to be substantial grounds for 
impeachment of the President. In refusing to produce these papers and 
things Richard M. Nixon, substituting his judgment as to what materials 
were necessary for the inquiry, interposed the powers of the Presidency 
against the lawful subpoenas of the House of Representatives, thereby 
assuming to himself functions and judgments necessary to the exercise 
of the sole power of impeachment vested by the Constitution in the House 
of Representatives. 


In all of this, Richard M. Nixon has acted in a manner contrary to his 


trust as President and subversive of constitutional government, to the 
great prejudice of the cause of law and justice, and to the manifest in- 
jury of the people of the United States. 


Wherefore. Richard M. Nixon by such conduct, warrants impeachment 


and trial, and removal from office. 


Ehrlichman term

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former pres- 


idential assistant John D. Ehrlichman 
was sentenced 
to a minimum 20 


months in prison today on his convic- 
tion for conspiracy and perjury in the 
Ellsberg break-in case. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Ge- 


seil set 20-month five-year sentences 
to run concurrently for each of the 
three criminal counts for which 
Ehrlichman was convicted. 


G. Gordon Liddy, a member of the 


White House plumbers unit which car- 
ried off the break-in, was given a one- 
to-three-year sentence, but it is to run 
parallel with other sentences handed 
Liddy in the original Watergate break- 
in case. Thus it does not add any time 
to what Liddy already had to serve. 


Gesell said two other convicted mem- 


bers of the plumbers group, Miamians 
Bernard L. Barker and Eugenio R 
Martinez, "were duped by high govern- 
ment officials" and gave them sus- 
pended sentences. 


Ehrlichman, until April 30, 1973, one 


of the closest members of President 
Nixon's inner circle, stood before Ge- 
sell just before sentencing and said 
quietly: 


"Your Honor, I believe I am the only 


one in this courtroom who really knows 
whether I am guilty or not guilty. I am 
innocent of each and every one of those 
counts." 


Answering briefly, Gesell called the 


break-in at the office of Daniel Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist one of the most 
"shameful episodes in American his- 
tory." 


Gesell said that arr.cng the defend- 


ants, Ehrlichman had • iolated the high 
public trust that went with his position 
in the White House. 


Just before sentencing Ehrlichman, 


Gesell said to him, "You're a lawyer, 
and among the defendants you held the 
highest position of public trust and the 
major responsibility for this shameful

"The Constitution was ignored, the 


rights of citizens were abused, the Ells- 
berg federal prosecution was tainted 
and had to be dismissed by Judge 
(Matthew) Byrne. 


"Falsehoods and concealments were 


employed to thwart lawful inquiry into 
this abuse," Gesell added. 


Ehrlichman told an impromtu news 


conference outside of the courthouse 
that "justice will be found and done 
and that I will ultimately be exonerated 
and vindicated." 


Ehrlichman repeated the defenses he 


attempted to raise at the trial and 
again charged that Judge Gesell had 
erred in not allowing him to present 
them all to the jury. 


"All people who are in government 


are constantly required to balance the 
interests of an individual against the 
larger interest of the country as a 
whole," the former White House offi- 
cial said. 


"There was a balance of that kind in- 


volved in this case," Ehrlichman said 
and contended that Gesell should have 
allowed him to plead national security 
interests were involved in the plumbers 
operation. 


Ehrlichman, 49, a highly successful 


Seattle zoning lawyer who joined the 
1968 Nixon presidential campaign, 
could have received a maximum pen- 
alty of 20 years in prison and fines of 
$30,000. 


Ehrlichman plans an appeal and Ge- 


sell freed him on his own recognizance. 


Although he gave the two Cubans 


who actually broke into the office of Dr. 
Lewis J. Fielding a suspended sen- 
tence, Gesell said the burglary repre- 
sented the same kind of actions com- 
mon in "the 
very regime you 


strenuously and courageously opposed 
in Cuba."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Proclaiming 


that President Nixon "warrants im- 
peachment and trial and removal from 
office," the House Judiciary Committee 
has ended its historic inquiry with a 
three-part resolution to be sent to the 
House. 


In it the committee recommends 


Nixon's impeachment for obstructing 
justice, misuse of his powers and fail- 
ing to obey its committee subpoenas for 
evidence. 


Debate in the House will begin in 


about two weeks. 


The three articles would redefine and 


limit the power of the executive. They 
are the first to be sent to the House 


floor in more than a century since 
President Andrew Johnson's impeach- 
ment during the Civil War reconstruc- 
tion period. 


The third impeachment article relat- 


ing to the subpoenas was approved 
Tuesday by a narrow 21-17 vote. 


The three articles of impeachment 


charge Nixon with "high crimes and 
misdemeanors" by: 


—Obstructing justice in covering up 


the Watergate affair, the break-in of 
Democratic national headquarters 
June 17, 1972, once described by a 
White House spokesman as just a 
"third-rate burglary." 


—Abusing his powers through mis- 


use of federal agents and agencies to 
violate constitutional rights of citizens 
by wiretapping, income tax audits and 
other activities. 


—Refusing to comply with committee 


subpoenas for 147 tape-recorded con- 
versations and other material sought 
as evidence by the inquiry. 


Rejected as impeachable offenses be- 


fore the committee concluded its in- 
quiry were proposed articles recom- 
mending impeachment for concealing 
the bombing of Cambodia from Con- 
gress, and perpetrating tax fraud by 
underpaying his income taxes. Both 
were defeated by 26-12 votes. 


The committee's recommendations 


must first face the formality of passing 
through the House Rules Committee 
before making their way to the House 
floor. 


A majority vote is needed in the 


House to impeach the President. The 
Senate then would conduct a trial, in 
which a two-thirds majority would be 
needed to convict and remove Nixon 
from office.

Howard Hughes indicted 
for stock manipulation 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - Bil- 


lionaire Howard Hughes and three oth- 
ers have been charged with conspiracy, 
stock manipulation and fraud by a fed- 
eral grand jury that made a about-face 
in 24 hours. 


The grand jury accused the four men 


on Tuesday of trying to force down the 
value of Air West stock in order to 
make it easier for Hughes to gain fi- 
nancial control of the regional airline. 
Now called Hughes Airwest, it was 
taken over by Hughes on Dec. 31,1968. 


The charges are a streamlined ver- 


sion of an indictment returned last 
Dec. 27 which was thrown out by a fed- 
eral judge. He termed it "the worst 
case of criminal pleading" he had ever 
seen. 


When the charges were thrown out 


Jan. 30, the jury was given six months 
to return a new indictment, a time 
limit which expired Tuesday midnight. 


The grand jury, the same one that 


handed down the original charges, had 
met Monday but returned no indict- 
ments. 


Indicted with Hughes on Tuesday 


were Robert A. Maheu, former head of 
Hughes' Nevada gaming empire; Ches- 
ter Davis, chief counsel for Hughes' 
Summa Corp.; and David B. Charnav, 
chairman of Four Star International, a 


Los Angeles movie production firm. 


Hank Greenspun. publisher of the 


Las Vegas Sun, and George Crockett, a 
Las Vegas businessman, were named 
as unindicted coconspirators. 


In Los Angeles, Hughes spokesman 


Dick Hannah said in a telephone inter- 
view that no comment on the indict- 
ments would be made until attorneys 
had a chance to read the jury's find- 
ings. 


The indictments apparently repre- 


sented a change in Justice Department 
planning and settled a dispute between 
the Department and Nevada U.S. Atty. 
V. DeVoe Heaton over whether Hughes 
was to be included in the new indict- 
ment, sources said. They said Heaton 
had been under pressure from top Jus- 
tice Department officials not to include 
Hughes in any new indictments. 


Heaton declined comment on what 


had led the panel to do an about-face. 


He also retused comment on tne re- 


ports of pressure, but said at a news 
conference after the indictments were 
returned that there had been "profes- 
sional differences of opinion on this 
matter," adding it was a "complicated 
and complex case." 


Justice Department spokesman John 


W. Hush told newsmen in Washington,

The four-count indictment charges 


the four men with conspiracy, stock 
manipulation, wire fraud and aiding 
and abetting the alleged wire fraud. 


Heaton said summonses would be 


prepared for Hughes, reportedly living 
in the Bahamas, and the others named 
in the indictments. It was not known 
when they would be required to appear 
in court. 


Asked if he felt Hughes would respond 


to the summons, Heaton said he was 
"always willing to give everyone 
named in the indictment the benefit of 
the doubt ... until he proves differently, 
I have no reason to feel he won't show 
up." He said if Hughes failed to ap- 
pear, a warrant for his arrest would be 
sought. 


The stock manipulation charge car- 


ries a maximum penalty of two years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine. The conspi- 
racy charge carries a maximum pen- 
alty of five years in prison and a 
$10",000 fine. Each of the two wire fraud 
counts carries a maximum of five 
years in prison and a $1,000 fine.

FISH CREEK - Ken Kesey's 


compelling novel, "One Flew Over 
Ihe Cuckoo's Nest," with more than 
ah incidental ring of truth, was one 
of the_greatest opinion formers of 
the 1960s. For many who read it. a 
new light was cast on procedures at 
mental hospitals and suspicion 
created on the value of electric 
shock treatment of "aggressive" 
patients. 


A stage version by Dale Wasser- 


man was tied up in legal tangles 
for several years, the story being 
that actor Kirk Douglas, who had 
obtained the rights to it, wanted to 
portray the leading character, 
Randle P. McMurphy. It was said 
Kesey didn't think Douglas was 
right for the role. 


Finally, Wasserman's treatment 


debuted to mixed reviews. Now. it's 
made it to northeastern Wisconsin 
in an excellent production by Pen- 
insula Players. "Nest" opened 
Tuesday night at America's oldest 
professional resident summer the- 
ater for a two-week run. With only 
a handful of minor distractions. 
Peninsula's staging can be strongly 
recommended. 


The three major roles all are in 


outstanding hands. Appleton native 
Thomas Callaway, whose work at 
Attic Theatre a few years ago acted 
as a springboard to a professional 
career, is McMurphy. Both he and 
Jean Sincere, as the wicked Nurse 
Ratched (called The Big Nurse), 
seemed on first impressions to be 
wrong for the roles. Callaway isn't 
nearly as big as Kesey described 
McMurphy and Sincere appeared to 
be too nice. It took only a few min- 
utes for their acting talents to er- 
ase any doubts about suitability, 
and for the remainder of the two- 
and-one-half hours, they and Nor- 
man Rice as Chief Bromden car- 
ried the show.

Wine on 
the table

We once referred to Brother Timothy, 


cellarmaster of The Christian Brothers, 
as the dean of Napa Valley winema- 
kers. He replied modestly that he sup- 
posed this title belonged to Louis Mar- 
tini. 


After making California wine for 


nearly 40 years, the junior dean has re- 
cently been traveling about the world 
looking at other vineyards and wi- 
neries. And talking to the press. Inevi- 
tably the question of vintages arises. 


The Christian Brothers are among a 


small minority of premium quality wi- 
neries to blend all of their wines from 
various harvests. When will they suc- 
cumb to the demands of the market- 
place and make vintage wines? 


"Never," Brother Timothy an- 


nounced last month to The New York 
Times. "At least, not while I'm 
around." 


The main reason is that by blending 


he can make better wines. Wines of 
better balance and more agreeable cha- 
racter. 


That's not all. The blends also have 


more continuity — the consumer knows 
what to expect. They also can some- 
times be made in large quantity. 


Take Burgundy for example. This 


soft well-aged dry red wine is a prime 
example of the fine art of blending both 
vintages and grape varieties. Many a 
vintage-dated varietal is a less success- 
ful wine. Yet this Burgundy is pro- 
duced in large lots and at a very rea- 
sonable price. We imagine that Brother 
Timothy often thought of it as he trav- 
eled about tasting inexpensive wines in 
other parts of the world. 


A fellow Napa Valley winemaker 


(and future dean?), Jack Davies of 
Schramsberg, recently commented ap- 
preciatively on The Brothers: 


"They make a fine wine. All of us 


should be grateful they are around. 
They have a special place in California, 
and they perform a great service by 
setting an example of long-range think- 
ing. They take a permanent view, and 
this is a great strengthening force."

Eating the food after she has pre- 


pared it cinches the whole thing. This 
year Mrs. Marks entered her recipe for 
yeast bread dessert in the form of But- 
ter-Nut Rolls. The recipe was one of the 
six winners. In three parts of rolls, nut- 
sugar filling and butter cream frost- 
ing, the delicious yeast bread is not dif- 
ficult to make and certainly is worth 
trying. 


Mrs. Marks has a few suggestions as 


a help in preparing it. In the first 
place, she says this is a natural for Tef- 
lon pans because in them the dough 
never sticks. She also advises using the 
egg, butter and cottage cheese at room 
temperature, a trick that makes the 
dough rise more quickly. Here is the 
recipe for 2 to 3 dozen rolls, depending 
on their size. 


BUTTER-NUT ROLLS 


2-% cups sifted flour 
% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup cottage cheese, drained 
legg 
i/2 cup soft butter 
1 cake compressed yeast 
y4 cup warm water 
Filling 
Butter Cream Frosting 


Measure flour, sugar, salt and cheese 


into a bowl. Add egg; blend well. Cut 
butter into ingredients as for a pie 
crust. Add yeast to water (2 packets 
needed if dry yeast used); let stand for 
a few minutes. Mix yeast with other in- 
gredients. Place dough on floured 
board; roll into rectangular shape. 
Spread with filling; roll up jelly roll 
fashion. Cut into >/2 inch slices. Place 
cut side down on greased baking sheet. 
Let rise until double in bulk, about 1 
hour. Preheat oven to 375 degrees while 
rolls are rising. Bake at 375 degrees for 
about 15 minutes. Frost while still 
warm.

% cup brown sugar packed 
% cup chopped pecans or hickory nuts 
3 tablespoons melted butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Mix all ingredients together in bowl; 


blend thoroughly. 


BUTTER CREAM FROSTING 


2 cups powdered sugar 
*/4 cup butter 
2 tablespoons warm milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Add butter to powdered sugar, blend- 


ing well. Add warm milk slowly until 
spreading consistency reached; add va- 
nilla and blend. Frost rolls while 
warm.

from the dummy, looking menacingly 
at East as he did so. East fell for this 
bit of malarkey by putting up the ten of 
spades. All of which proves once more 
that the wicked flee when no man pur- 
sueth. 


Just look at it easonably. If South has 


all three top spades, is he going to let 
dummy's nine ride for a first-round fi- 
nesse* The play is impossible unless 
South is a lunatic or a shameless pee- 
ker. 


NOTHING TO GAIN 


If East recognizes that the deep fi- 


nesse is impossible, he can see also 
that he has nothing to gain from cov- 
ering with the ten. Ideally, East should 
recognize the situation without having 
to give the matter deep and obvious 
thought. He should play his lowest 
trump in a calm, routine style. 


As matters turned out, South cap- 


tured the ten and queen of spades on 
the same trick. He returned a low 
trump, forcing out East's eight. It was 
a cinch to get back to dummy with the 
jack of clubs and then lead dummy's 
last trump for a finesse through East's 
jack. 


There would be no such finesse if 


East played the three of trumps on 
dummy's nine. South would wind up 
losing two trump tricks together with a 
heart and a diamond.

Rep. Edward Mezvinsky, D-Iowa,and 


Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex., led the effort 
to add an article covering Nixon's taxes 
and the use of government funds to im- 
prove his private property at San Cle- 
mente and Key Biscayne to the im- 
peachment resolution. 


Mezvinsky said both criminal 


wrongdoing and abuse of presidential 
powers were involved in the backdating 
of a deed to make valid a gift of pre- 
presidential papers, for which Nixon 
claimed a $576,000 income tax deduc- 
tion. 


After an investigation, the Internal 


Revenue Service disallowed the deduc- 
tion and billed Nixop for $432,787 in 
back taxes. 


"The President has set us a very 


sorry example," said Rep. Wiley 
Mayne, R-Iowa. "Even if it was techni- 
cally legal, it was highly improper to 
claim such a huge deduction for his 
personal papers. But much as I deplore 
it, the question is, did he commit 
fraud?" 


Mayne said he did not, but only fol- 


lowed the advice of tax experts. 


Latta said he could find the President 


guilty of "gross negligence" for not go- 
ing over his tax returns more carefully, 
but that no finding of fraud could be 
sustained. 


The long inquiry began officially last 


October when impeachment resolutions 
were assigned to 'the committee. It 
really got going for the members last 
May 9 when the staff began presenting 
the evidence it had gathered.

searchers may be able to find sub- 
stances to react against FSH, because 
they have now learned its chemical 
structure for the first time. If so, these 
substances would rid the body of FSH- 
hormone sperm, thus acting as a con- 
traceptive. Male sex hormone produc- 
tion, as distinct from sperm, should be 
unaffected, however, the scientists say. 


Parlow said experiments would start 


soon using animals. 


The scientists said that the pioneer in 


the human growth hormone is Dr. C. H. 
Li of the University of California at San 
Francisco, who they said was also 
working on finding the complicated 
chemical makeup of FSH. 


"We beat him to the punch," Parlow 


said. "His jaw must have dropped 
when he learned we had done it," he 
said at a news conference.

Turkish Cypriots remain 
under seige in fortress 


FAMAGUSTA, Cyprus (AP) - The 


firing has stopped around the 12th cen- 
tury Famagusta Fort, but the 11,000 
Turkish Cypriots holed up in the walled 
city-within-a-city refuse to come out. 


"Before we walk out of these walls, 


we want to see that we will not be ex- 
terminated," said Hassan Debesh, se- 
curity chief for a refugee camp of 1,000 
Turks in a school in the old city. 


Other Turks in the old fort, which 


has been the scene of many a siege 
since it was erected by the Lusignans 
in the 12th century, say they are less 
concerned about being attacked by the 
Greek Cypriots manning machine-gun 
nests on the tall buildings in modern 
Famagusta than they are about sup- 
plies. 


"We have four major problems — 


shortages 
of medicines for our 


wounded, shortages of green vege- 
tables because our fields are all outside 
the walls, garbage problems because 
we have nowhere to put it, and eco- 
nomic worries because all our animals 
are outside and are either dying or are 
being stolen," commented one senior 
official. 


The United Nations Command in Ni- 


cosia said U.N. convoys took supplies to 
Famagusta, but the convoys were sus- 
pended Tuesday at Greek insistence be- 
cause the Turks refused to let mercy 
supplies through to Greek Cypriots 
trapped in Turkish-held Kyrenia. 


Of the 11,000 people in the old fort, 


4,000 are refugees from Turkish areas 
outside who fled when the Greek Cypr- 
iots attacked their villages following 
the Turkish invasion 11 days ago. 


Some buildings have been damaged, 


including the 13th century Cathedral of 
St. Nicholas, a classic gothic structure 
that was converted into a mosque when 
the Turks overran the fort after a nine- 
month siege in 1570. 


The other 40 chapels and churches 


left from the 13th century are unda- 
maged. So is Othello's Tower, where 
tradition says Shakespeare's jealous 


Moor strangled his wife Desdemona. 


Turkish leaders claim that "ten tons 


of explosives" rained down on the old 
fort area during a day-long bom- 
bardment. The people hid in the cata- 
combs under the walls. These are well 
ventilated and have bomoproof roofs 40 
feet thick. Because of these shelters, 
the inhabitants seem unconcerned 
about the Greek guns massed outside. 


However, food could soon become a 


problem, the Turks say, and there was 
concern when the Greeks cut the water 
supply off for two days. 


"But they turned the water back on 


because the main supply for the main 
city runs through the fort," an official 
said. 


The Turks console themselves by re- 


telling the tale of the conquest of Fam- 
agusta in the 16th century when the at- 
tacking Turkish general 
jammed 


himself in a "windmill of knives" 
guarding the sole entrance to the fort 
so that his troops could climb across 
his body to get inside. 


"That legend is still very much alive 


here." said Hassan Debesh. "It makes 
us want to prevail."

Mansfield's proposals, contained in 


an 18-page resolution that goes before 
the Senate Rules and Administration 
Committee today, would provide that 
all proceedings in a possible impeach- 
ment trial of President Nixon would 
take place in public — unless the Sen- 
ate itself votes to close them. 


Under current rules, examination of 


witnesses, production of evidence, 
statements by lawyers and voting 
would take place in public, while de- 
bates by senators preceding a final vote 
would take place behind closed doors. 


"If the present rules obtain, " Sen. 


Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., said in an 
interview, "you will not hear senators 
debating. They will be sitting as ju- 
rors." 


Byrd and Mansfield are the sponsors 


of a resolution that would permit radio 
and television coverage of the trial. 


The Senate's impeachment trial rules 


were adopted in 1868 for the trial of 
President Andrew Johnson. This 
week's House Judiciary Committee rec- 
ommendation of impeachment against 
President Nixon is the first directed at 
an American president since then. 


The major changes Mansfield is pro- 


posing would: 


—Limit the power of the Chief Jus- 


tice, who would preside at a trial, 
transferring power to supervise prepa- 
ration of the trial to Senate officials. 
The Chief Justice would retain the 
power to make procedural rulings, sub- 
ject to a vote by the Senate, but would 
be unable to break ties. 


—Require the defendant's lawyers to 


answer charges in a bill of impeach- 
ment within 10 days. 


—Permit amendment of the impeach- 


ment charges by the House managers, 
if authorized to add specific details by 
the House itself. 


—Admit evidence if admissible in 


any other kind of proceeding, a broad 


provision designed to permit a max- 
imum amount of evidence to be heard 
by senators. 


—Deny withholding of evidence on 


any grounds, including national secu- 
rity. If national security is claimed, 
however, the Senate would take the tes- 
timony behind closed doors. 


—Require "clear and convincing" 


evidence of wrongdoing for conviction, 
as a middle ground between the proof 
required in criminal trials — "beyond 
a reasonable doubt" — and those used 
in civil proceedings — "a preponde- 
rance of the evidence."

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Froehlich sees abuse of IRS as 'most serious' charge

WASHINGTON - The charge that President Nixon at- 


tempted to use the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) to get 
back at his political enemies is the most serious made 
against him by the House Judiciary Committee, U. S. Rep. 
Harold Froehlich, R-Appleton, said today. 


If Nixon's plan to use the nation's tax regulating agency 


had worked, Froehlich said, it "would have been, in the 
long run, the most serious attack on our system of govern- 
ment." 


The first-term Republican congressman, one of 38 mem- 


bers of the House committee that has passed along three 
articles of impeachment to the full House for deliberation, 
voted for articles charging obstruction of justice and abuse 
of power. 


He voted against articles calling for the President's im- 


peachment for the secret bombing of Cambodia, failing to 
comply with a committee subpoena, and underpayment of 
federal income taxes and use of government funds for im- 
provement of properties in San Clemente, Calif., and Key 
Biscayne, Fla. 


Froehlich, voting with the majority on the Cambodia and 


personal finance articles, said that the evidence was not 
"clear and convincing" that the President erred in those 
areas. 


On the contempt of Congress charge. Froehlich said the 


court should first arbitrate a dispute between the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of government before the Con- 
gress votes to impeach the executive. 


"From the start of the hearing until the first vote, every- 


one was concerned over the seriousness and awesomeness 
of the task ahead of them," said the junior member of the 
committee, reflecting on the historic event. 


But after that first vote, the pressure was released, 


"people acted more freely . . . and got caught up in 
some arguments that didn't come through to the public 
with the same degree of seriousness and concern" as the 
debate over the first article. 


Overall, however, Froehlich said the deliberations were a 


"serious, nonpartisan attempt to address the facts." 


Froehlich, involved in what observers believe will be a 


tough fight for re-election to a second term in 1974, said the 
sparse mail he has already received on his committee votes 
is evenly divided. 


Eleven have approved his votes, while ten have been op- 


posed. 


The lawmaker said that he will now go to work on minor- 


ity and supplemental reports he expects to attach to the 
full committee report that will go to the House sometime 
next week. 


He said that while he supports the first two articles of 


impeachment approved by the committee, there are as- 
pects of both that should be different. 


He said that "only history is going to tell" what the long- 


term impact of the committee's deliberations will be. Some 
have said it is the start of a growth in legislative power at 
the expense of the executive, which they claim has 
amassed too much strength under recent Presidents. 


Froehlich, however, said Congress is not itself ready to 


handle the responsibilities of increased power. A confused 
committee system hampers its ability to make decisions, 
he said, and it has not yet exerted the control over the fed- 
eral budgetary process that it must. 


Committee chairmen must also be stripped of their over- 


whelming power over legislative matters before a more 
democratic Congress can operate responsibly, he said. 


"I don't know if Congress is equipped to handle in- 


creased power at this point," he said.

imum emergency medical care m the 
city, Dr. F. Mark Moore, a health 
board member commented. 


It will provide assurance that uni- 


formly qualified attendants will re- 
spond to emergency calls, Moore ex- 
plained. 


Having attendants with even the ba- 


sic, 80-hour, physician-directed EMT 
ratings should reduce the morbidity 
and mortality rate "because there is a 
difference in how they transport 
patients," Moore commented.

and endorsement came from the Apple- 
ton Area Chamber of Commerce.

sell View Ridge Ski Hill to Outagamie 
County for $8,500 was made Tuesday by 
Mo-Ski-Tow Hill, Inc., the nonprofit 
group which owns the facility located 
just east of New London, across County 
Trunk S from the county's Mosquito 
Hill nature center.

rately—chief U.S. mediator W.J. Usery 
Jr. said today's negotiations would be

important because sub- 


stantive issues will be discussed." 


He said he and his two assistants on 


Tuesday "explored all issues with both 
parties separately, but not all of the is- 
sues together." 


Neither the NFL Players Association 


nor the NFL Management Council 
would discuss the closed-door meeting, 
and Usery detail the proceedings ex- 
cept to say, "We were being sure that 
both sides understand the outstanding 
issues.

streak since his last victory May 27.

"Detroit is one of 
the most improved teams in the 
league; Chicago is tougher than most 
other teams, and Kansas City with a 
healthy Nate Archibald will be 
stronger." 


"It means we have to win a good por- 


tion of those games to make it to the 
playoffs," he said. 


The schedule might also be reflected 


at the boxoffice, Embry added, noting 


that the Los Angeles Lakes, who draw 
good crowds in Milwaukee, will now 
make but two appearances on the 
Bucks'court. 
Others making only two Milwaukee 


showings are the Portland Trail- 
blazers, who won't be in town before 
Jan. 19. 
The NBA defending champion, Bos- 


ton, will visit Milwaukee only Nov. 12 
and Feb. 5. The New York Knicks come 
Dec. 29 and April 4. 


The Buck schedule includes 38 games 


in the downtown Milwaukee Arena and 
three in Madison's Dane County Coli- 
seum. 


The home opener is Oct. 18 against 


Houston, the first time since 1969 the 
Bucks have begun a season at home.

Evans and Novak 
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Israel fears another 
war in six months 


TEL AVIV—Deep depression over the 


future has replaced the thin layer of 
hope here that followed Israel's troop 
disengagement agreements with Egypt 
and Syria, leading to top-level private 
forecasts of another war within six 
months— and massive desoair. 


Referring to Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger's shuttle diplomacy last 
spring, one of Israel's highest officials 
told us with a hint of deprecation: "We 
appreciate what he did in testing the 
willingness of the Arabs to negotiate. 
We would not forgive ourselves if we 
had not tested. But now everything is 
going the wrong direction." 


In short, at the highest levels of Is- 


rael's new-generation government of 
Prime Minister Itzhak Rabin, it is now 
taken as gospel that Egypt, u.$iead of 
concentrating with Israel on a settle- 
ment of the Sinai, is trying to force the 
West Bank issue on Israel. 


Egypt's President Anwar Sadat is ac- 


cused of conspiring with Jordan's King 


Hussein and Palestinian leader Yassir 
Arafat to compel Israel to come to im- 
mediate erios with the Palestinian is- 
sue, regarded by Israel as insoluble at 
this time. Israel wants to "satisfy it- 
self" that the Arabs really want 
peace—with implicit recognition of Is- 
rael as a permanent fixture in the 
Middle East—before dealing with the 
explosive Palestine-West Bank ques- 
tion. Egypt holds the key to that door, 
as the Israelis see it. 


A basic problem, as perceived from 


this embattled land where the world 
is viewed through a different lens, is 
that the West Bank cannot be settled by 
the salami tactics of successive Israeli 
withdrawals from the Jordan River. A 
heavily populated area, the West Bank 
has no definable military lines. Rabin 
told us that Israeli withdrawal, if ever, 
can only come in a single package and 
only after the prime minister submits 
his eventual withdrawal plan for spe- 
cific approval by Israeli voters. 


Dr. G. C. Thosfeson 
Sometimes allergies 
can be pretty baffling 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My daughter, 


10, has diabetes and severe sinus 
trouble. We have no trouble controlling 
the diabetes as long as the sinus does 
not act up, but every winter we have 
trouble with sinus infection. Cutting a 
window in the sinus for drainage did 
not help. Last winter she was under the 
care of a pediatric allergy specialist. I 
have heard that prolonged stays in 
west Texas, New Mexico or Arizona 
cause sinus infections to dry up. Is this 
so? How far west would one have to go 
for relief? - O.T.F. 


It's quite true that infections make it 


difficult to control diabetes. I most cer- 
tainly agree that keeping after some 
correction of your daughter's sinus in- 
fections is important. The seasonal 
flare-ups suggest allergy of some sort 
— house dust in the winter, mold per- 
haps, maybe some other factor. It's my 
feeling that your present approach, 
seeking an allergy, is the logical one. 


But I have to admit that sometimes 


allergies can be pretty baffling. In 
many cases, of course, tests for the 
more common allergens produce a 
prompt answer. And then again, some- 
times the allergist has to seek among 
some of the less familiar ones before 
finding the right answer. It can take 
time. 


But to reply to your direct question, 


about trying a Western climate too 
'.'dry up" the infections-it's risky-to put 
too much dependence on that. To be 
sure, it may be helpful. Then again you 
may find either the same or other aller- 
gens there which keep the trouble 
flourishing. 


So before contemplating any such 


long stays, first consult your allergist 
to see what clues, if any, he can pro- 
vide. Second, instead of plunging into a 
prolonged stay, make a test visit to one 
of the areas you have in mind and see 
whether a short stay begins to have any 
effect. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I would like to 


know about niacinamide, otherwise 
called nicotinic acid, for canker sores. 
My daughter has been having soreness 
inside the cheek for almost a year. — 
Mrs. G. 


It is also called niacin, a member of 


the vitamin B complex family, which is 
essential for proper growth and good 
health. 


Deficiency of this in older people of- 


ten is accompanied by a cracking at the 
corners of the mouth. Niacin therapy is 
often helpful in such cases. 


Unless your daughter is a poor eater, 


I doubt that this is her problem. It 
would more likely be canker sores 
caused by either an allergy or a skin 
sensitivity to some foods — citrus 
juice, for example. 


At any rate, your doctor could deter- 


mine whether or not the cause is either 
an allergy or a deficient diet. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I recently came 


across an article which said one could 
reduce by eating hard-boiled eggs be- 
cause a hard-boiled egg has 80 calories 
but one uses up 92 calories digesting it. 
So with each egg one loses 12 calories. 
If a person eats four eggs, he's lost 48 
calories, about as many as one would 
lose in a 100-meter sprint. At the same 
time, one gets a lot of protein and 


many of the essential vitamins. 


This intrigues me, for it seems I can 


assuage my appetite and lose weight 
sitting at the table. True or false? — 
Mrs. W.E.F. 


False — baloney, in fact! Won't 


people ever wise up to the fact that 
there is no way to lose weight sitting at 
the table? 


Note to Mrs. E.J.B.: While the big 


toe is the commonest place, other joints 
can be affected by gout. That includes 
the elbow.

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Teacher has no 
trouble getting 
studentjattention

Won't William tell 
where the sfafue is? 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (AP) - A life- 


size bronze statue of legendary archer 
William Tell and his son has disap- 
peared, says the sculptor who worked 
on it for 18 months. 


Donald B. Engle, of Evansville said 


the 500-pound statue, valued at $25,000, 
was in the back of a rented van which 
was apparently stolen from the parking 
lot of a Strongville, Ohio, motel early 
Sunday. 


The statue was to have been placed 


Monday in the town square of Tell City, 
a Southern Indiana community named 
for the 14th century Swiss freedom 
fighter. 


Engle said the statue was being re- 


turned from casting at a New York 
foundry when it disappeared along with 
the van. 


Nevertheless, in anticipation of heavy 


American pressure, Rabin is now 
studying this alternative: turning over 
to Jordan various administrative func- 
tions in such West Bank cities as Je- 
richo, close to the Jordan River, as a 
substitute for territorial withdrawals. 


That is not close to Hussein's demand 


for an immediate five-mile Israeli pull- 
back from the Jordan River (well 
beyond the 16 or more Isfaeli military 
outposts along the river) as a down- 
payment for eventual final settlement. 


But Rabin, backed solidly by hawk 


Shimon Peress, the new defense min- 
ister, will not even consider dismantl- 
ing Israel's military grip on the West 
Bank until all the Arabs, including 
Arafat, implicitly recognize Israel's 
permanent existence. 


Despite this standpat front in Israel, 


the beginnings of an emotional and 
serious public debate over strategy 
calling for new and even revolutionary 
tactics are cracking the surface. 


Arie Lova Eliav, a dovish member of 


parliament, and Prof. Amnon Ruben- 
stein, a noted polemicist published a 
petition 10 days ago demanding "ac- 
tive, positive and speedy steps" by the 
government toward new approaches to 
"the most urgent problem in Israel 
today"—the Palestine question. "Dod- 
ging the problem does not remove it," 
they said, adding: "We cannot rely on 
the Americans; we should not rely on 
the Americans." 


What gives this document special im- 


portance were the other signatories: 
three members of the right-wing Likud 
party, thfee from the National Reli- 
gious (Greater Israel) party, five mem- 
bers of the ruling Labor party and an 
assortment of intellectuals. 


Israeli mood more hawkish 


One senior member of Rabin's cabi- 


net ridiculed the petition as "naive," 
and Peress told us the mood through- 
out Israel is "more to the right"—that 
is, more hawkish and more intransi- 
gent—today than before the Yom Kip- 
pur war. 


Moreover, Peress talks bluntly about 


his concern over military buildups in 
Syria and Iraq, fed by Soviet weapons, 
and the fear that if the present dead- 
lock leads to a new war, Jordan may 
not stay out as it did last October. 


Some of this gloom may be tailored 


for the American audience, particu- 
larly the U.S. Congress with its pro-Is- 
raeli bias, and some may be for bar- 
gaining purposes with the Arabs in 
progressively 
harder negotiations 


ahead. 


Yet, it symbolizes the fact that most 


of the new cabinet, though far more 
flexible than Golda Meir's government, 
still shies away from risking new ap- 
proaches to the Arabs for fear of future 
entrapment. 


This may be understandable, but the 


demand for a new strategy by the 
Eliav-Rubenstein group shows it is not 


. universal. The hard fact-remains: if Is- 


rael does not take risks for peace, an- 
other war is likely, making settlement 
even more remote than it is today no 
matter who emerges the winner. 


Backup of vehicle license 
registrations causes delay 


MADISON ~ A surge of vehicle .and 


motorcycle registrations has caused a 
four-to-six week delay in issuing titles, 
but the state Division of Motor Vehicles 
said new procedures and the addition, 
of extra summer employes should wipe 
out the backlog by the end of August. 
• Nearly 60,000 initial vehicle registra- 
tion applications flooded the division 
during a peak period of three weeks in 
May, in addition to the usual number of 
renewals. In addition, motorcycle reg- 
istrations have been running 50 per 
cent ahead of last year. 


Carl Johnson, director of the regis- 


tration bureau, said a special pres- 
creening procedure has been instituted 
to accelerate the issuance of license 
plates. In this procedure, the division 
checks basic information about car 
ownership, types of plates and month 
of expiration and fees — then mails the 
license plates usually within 10 days af- 
ter receipt. The application is then au- 
dited for routine title issuance, which 


takes another three.to five weeks. 


Motorcycle registrations through 


July 1, totaled 99,500 — compared to 
only 83,000 for all of 1973. The division 
expects to process 125,000 cycle appli- 
cations by the end of this year. 


Johnson said car owners and car buy- 


ers can help insure receipt of titles and 
licenses in the shortest possible time 
by accurately filling out the application 
form, making sure the titles from the 
previous owner, if purchased privately, 
are properly signed; including tax 
forms with the application; and enclos- 
ing the proper fee. 


Applicants may receive assistance at 


the driver license office in Appleton, or 
at others throughout the state where 
first time registrations are received 
and license plates issued. 


Only the full-time vehicle registra- 


tion offices at Madison and Milwaukee 
are equipped, however, to accom- 
modate auto license renewals, Johnson 
said.

Conte turned diplomatic. 


"I congratulate the Democrats for 


their sportsmanship." he said. "They 
played well, but unfortunately not as 
well as our team." 


Everybody cheered — players on 


both teams, the secretaries from Capi- 
tol Hill posing as cheerleaders, and the 
fans in Baltimore's Memorial Stadium 
where the game has been played for 
two years while Washington. D.C.. 


awaits the return of major league base- 
ball. 


Two errors by the Democrats led to 


four unearned Republican runs in tIn- 
second inning, with winning pitcher 
Bob Michel of Illinois and rookie Pi-te 
Domenici of New Mexico driving in 
runs. 


Michel was credited with his 12th vic- 


tory. The only time his team lost, in 
1963. was when bullpen coach George 
Susce of the pro Washington Senators 
pitched for both teams.

Article 3 questions 
Nixon's fidelity to oath 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Following is the text of Article 111 of the 


impeachment resolution approved by the House Judiciary Committee: 


In his conduct of the office of President of the United States, Richard 


M. Nixon, contrary to his oath faithfully to execute the office of President 
of the United States and. to the best of his ability, preserve, protect, and 
defend the Constitution of the United States, and in violation of his 
constitutional duty to take care that the laws be faithfully executed, has 
failed without lawful cause or excuse to produce papers and things as 
directed by duly authorized subpoenas issued by the Committee on the 
Judiciary of the House of Representatives on April 11, 1974, May 15, 1974, 
May 30, 1974, and June 24, 1974, and willfully disobeyed such subpoenas. 
The subpoenaed papers and things wore deemed necessary by the 
Committee in order to resolve by direct evidence fundamental, factual 
questions relating to presidential direction, knowledge or approval of 
actions demonstrated by other evidence to be substantial grounds for 
impeachment of the President. In refusing to produce these papers and 
things Richard M. Nixon, substituting his judgment as to what materials 
were necessary for the inquiry, interposed the powers of the Presidency 
against the lawful subpoenas of the House of Representatives, thereby 
assuming to himself functions and judgments necessary to the exercise 
of the sole power of impeachment vested by the Constitution in the House 
of Represeniatives. 


In all of this, Richard M. Nixon has acted in a manner contrary to his 


trust as President and subversive of constitutional government, to the 
great prejudice of the cause of law and justice, and to the manifest in- 
jury of the people of the United States. 


Wherefore. Richard M. Nixon by such conduct, warrants impeachment 


and trial, and removal from office. 


Ehrlichman term 
at least 20 months

idential assistant John D. Ehrlichman 
was sentenced to a minimum 20 
months in prison today on his convic- 
tion for conspiracy and perjury in the 
Ellsberg break-in case. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Ge- 


sell set 20-month five-year sentences 
to run concurrently for each of the 
three c r i m i n a l counts for w h i c h 
Ehrlichman was convicted. 


G. Gordon Liddy. a member of the 


White House plumbers unit which car- 
ried off the break-in, was given a one- 
to-three-year sentence, but it is to run 
parallel 'with other sentences handed 
Liddy in the original Watergate break- 
in ca'se. Thus it does not add any time 
10 what Liddy already had to serve. 


Gesell said two other convicted mem- 


bers of the plumbers group. Miamians 
Bernard L. Barker and Eugenio R 
Martinez, "were duped by high govern 
ment officials" and gave them sus- 
pended sentences. 


Ehrlichman. until April 30. 1973, one 


of the closest members of President 
Nixon's inner circle, stood before Ge- 
sell just before sentencing and said 
quietly: 


"Your Honor. I believe I am the only 


one in this courtroom who really knows 
whether I am guilty or not guilty. 1 am 
innocent of each and every one of those 
counts." 


Answering briefly. Gesell called the 


break-in at the office of Daniel Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist one of the most 
"shameful episodes in American his- 
tory." 


Gesell said that among the defend- 


ants, Ehrlichman had violated the high 
public trust that went with his position 
in the White House. 


Just before sentencing Ehrlichman, 


Gesell said to him. "You're a lawyer, 
and among the defendants you held the 
highest position of public trust and the 
major responsibility for this shameful

The third impeachment article relat- 


ing to the subpoenas was approved 
Tuesday by a narrow 21-17 vote. 


The three articles of impeachment 


charge Nixon with "high crimes and 
misdemeanors" by: 


—Obstructing justice in covering up 


the Watergate affair, the break-in of 
Democratic 
national headquarters 


June 17, 1972. once described by a 
White House spokesman 
as just a 


"third-rate burglary." 


—Abusing his powers through mis- 


use of federal agents and agencies to 
violate constitutional rights of citizens 
by wiretapping, income tax audits and 
other activities. 


— Refusing to comply with committee 


subpoenas for 147 tape-recorded con- 
versations and other material sought 
as evidence by the inquiry. 


Rejected as impeachable offenses be- 


fore the committee concluded its in- 
quiry were proposed articles recom- 
mending impeachment for concealing 
the bombing of Cambodia from Con- 
gress, and perpetrating tax fraud by 
underpaying his income taxes. Both 
were defeated by 26-12 votes. 


The committee's 
recommendations 


must first face the formality of passing 
through the House Rules Committee 
before making their way to the House 
floor. 


A majority vote is needed in the 


House to impeach the President. The 
Senate then would conduct a trial, in 
which a two-thirds majority would be 
needed to convict and remove Nixon 
from office.

Howard Hughes indicted 
for stock manipulation 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (AP) - Bil- 


lionaire Howard Hughes and three oth- 
ers have been charged with conspiracy, 
stock manipulation and fraud by a fed- 
eral grand jury that made a about-face 
in 24 hours. 


The grand jury accused the four men 


on Tuesday of trying to force down the 
value of Air West stock in order to 
make it easier for Hughes to gain fi- 
nancial control of the regional airline. 
Now called Hughes Airwest. it was 
taken over by Hughes on Dec. 31. 1968. 


The charges are a streamlined ver- 


sion of an indictment returned last 
Dec. 27 which was thrown out by a fed- 
eral judge. He termed it "the worst 
case of criminal pleading" he had ever 
seen. 


When the charges were thrown out 


Jan. 30, the jury was given six months 
to return a new indictment, a time 
limit which expired Tuesday midnight. 


The grand jury, the same one that 


handed down the original charges, had 
met Monday but returned no indict- 
ments. 


Indicted with Hughes on Tuesday 


were Robert A. Maheti, former head of 
Hughes' Nevada gaming empire; Ches- 
ter Davis, chief counsel for Hughes' 
Summa Corp.; and David B. Charnav. 
chairman of Four Star International, a 


Los Angeles movie production firm. 


Hank Greenspun. publisher of the 


Las Vegas Sun. and George Crockett, a 
Las Vegas businessman, were named 
as unindicted coconspirators. 


In Los Angeles, Hughes spokesman 


Dick Hannah said in a telephone inter- 
view that no comment on the indict- 
ments would be made until attorneys 
had a chance to read the jury's find- 
ings. 


The indictments apparently repre- 


sented a change in Justice Department 
planning and settled a dispute between 
the Department and Nevada U.S. Atty. 
V. DeVoe Heaton over whether Hughes 
was to be included in the new indict- 
ment, sources said. They said Heaton 
had been under pressure from top Jus- 
tice Department officials not to include 
Hughes in any new indictments. 


Heaton declined comr.'ent on what 


had led the panel to do an about-face. 


He also refused comment on tne re- 


ports of pressure, but said at a news 
conference after the indictments were 
returned that there had been "profes- 
sional differences of opinion on this 
matter." adding it was a "complicated 
and complex case."

County for $8,500 was made Tuesday by 
Mo-Ski-Tow Hill, Inc.. the nonprofit 
group which owns the facility located 
just east of New London, across County 
Trunk S from the county's Mosquito 
Hill nature center. 


The $8.500 represents the amount of 


indebtedness the ski club reported in a 
financial statement supplied to the 
county's property, building and main- 
tenance committee during a tour of the 
facilities. 


The hill and physical facilities have 


been appraised at $54,000. There are 37 
acres of land involved, a clubhouse and 
rope tows. 


The sale offer is contingent, however, 


on the county's maintaining and devel- 
oping the skiing facilities at the hill. 


This would include purchase of a snow 
making machine, installation of T-bar 
lifts, contouring the hill and updating 
the rope tows. At a previous meeting, 
representatives installation of T-bar 
lifts, contouring the hill and up of the 
ski club had submitted an estimate of 
$130,000 for all of the equipment.

hired to handle the job. 


The program would be reviewed in 


November, under Kloes' proposal, at 
which time it could be decided if oper- 
ation should remain with the highway 
department and if more or fewer em- 
ployes are needed. 


Kloes' identical proposal, made re- 


cently at a joint meeting of the high- 
way, personnel and zoning committees, 
lost. 8-4. All members -of the zoning 
committee and two each from the other 
two committees opposed the plan. 


Supv. George Kroes, highway com- 


mittee chairman, said Monday that he 
\vanted some assurance from highway 
commissioner Clarence Brownson that 
he would responsibly accept control 
over operation of the shredder if it 
were decided to give it to the highway 
department. 


"He kind of let us down last week," 


Kroes said of Brownson, who has been 
less than enthusiastic over Kloes' 
proposal.

with hiring an engineer," Kloes 
snapped. 


Kloes has urged that an engineer be 


hired and groomed as a possible suc- 
cessor to Brownson, who is near retire- 
ment age. 


The county had an engineer, hired 


under the old Emergency Employment 
Act, but he quit early this year to take 
a job with the state Division of High- 
ways. 


Other committeemen informed Kloes 


they want to "go slow" on the engineer 
proposal.

delays in safety standards 


As a dispatch from this newspaper's Madison bureau has 


observed, Gov. Lucey's selection of Roland Day of Madison 
for the Supreme Court was predictable, at least for those 
who have observed closely the governor's tendency to 
choose for the most important and sensitive of major state 
offices those persons with whom his is intimately ac- 
quainted and have been loyal supporters of his own career. 


Justice Day is a lawyer of broad experience in private 


practice. Earlier in his life he served as a Dane County 
prosecutor. He was employed in the office of the state at- 
torney general. Like most Madison members of his profes- 
sion, he has had lobbying clientele that probably related to 
his recorded political activities and affiliations. But it may 
be argued also that such involvement in the drafting and 
enactment of legislation is a useful part of the professional 
education of the man who reaches the bench. The search 
for legislative intent is one of the obligations of the jurist. 


Since the Day appointment was announced, there has 


been no overt criticism that has come to public attention. 


If there is such criticism, even muted, it is likely to flow 


from the reality that Judge Day's ascent to the bench re- 
lated as visibly to a close political association with his 
sponsor as to his attainments as a lawyer. 


Roland Day has been one of the most active and zealous 


of the Democrats who restored their party to credibility 
during the last 25 years. Mostly he was a supporter of the 
governor's own career and Mr. Lucey's major collateral in- 
terests — including the advancement of the fortunes of the 
Kennedy family when its members sought strategic Wis- 
consin support. Six years ago he headed the Robert Ken- 
nedy preparatory presidential campaign apparatus here, 
almost surely at the invitation of Mr. Lucey who has been 
the leading Kennedy champion among Wisconsin Demo- 
crats since the late 1950's when the late President Ken- 
nedy's aspirations became known. 


Recently when the governor arranged for public inspec- 


tion of the receipts of his own "Friends for Lucey" guber- 
natorial reelection campaign treasury, Mrs. Day was 
shown as a generous contributor. 


These recollections are not intended to be critical or hos- 


tile. They recall realities that illuminate our process of ju- 
dicial selection, our " non-partisan judiciary" system, not- 
withstanding. Mr. Lucey's predecessors also turned to old 
friends they admired, and whose support of their political 
.careers also entitled them to rewards under what is surely 
the most ancient rule in the book of practical politics. 


A Senate subcommittee is currently holding hearings on 


charges that some of those campaign contributions to the 
re-election of President Nixon prompted the Department of 
Labor to go easy on new safety requirements in industry. 
Particularly at issue are standards on asbestos. 


For more than twenty years it has been known that as- 


bestos fibers can cause disabling lung disease and in- 
variably fatal cancers. But it wasn't until two years ago 
that the Department of Labor's Occupational Safety and 
health Administration started to reduce the worker expo- 
sure standard from five to two fibers per cubic centimeter 
of air. The effective date of the ruling was delayed until 
1976. 
Why? 


There has been considerable publicity about vinyl chlo- 


ride which has been shown to produce a rare and fatal liver 
cancer. Vinyl chloride is used in many plastic products. 
When the government proposed that the exposure limit be 
lowered to "no detectable level" or one part per million 
parts of air, industry representatives at hearings said this 
was "economically not feasible." There would conse- 
quently be a loss of 700,000 jobs. Yet Dow chemical had al- 
ready brought the level down from 500 parts to less than 10. 


Assistant Secretary of Labor John Stender, who heads the 


Occupational Safety and Health Administration, reports 
that the government is beginning a strong campaign to pro- 
tect worker health. "Research so enthusiastically poured 
into finding profitable uses for new substances must be ex- 
panded to include determining how safe these substances 
are. Any doubt must be resolved on the side of the em- 
ployee." 


We now are aware that some drugs and food additives 


have been released upon the market without adequate test- 
ing. 
The danger with industrial chemicals and physical 


agents is every bit as great and perhaps more. They are in- 
haled or touched or swallowed only incidentally so testing 
is apt to be less stringent. After all it took from 1929 when 
it was first suspected that benzidine caused cancer of the 
bladder until 1973 before Federal rules took effect to pro- 
tect workers exposed to the chemicals. 


Sometimes there are hysterical and unfounded reactions 


to alleged dangers in chemicals and other substances used 
in industry. But when the dangers have been proved to be 
true, at the very least employees should be aware of the 
risks they face. The suspicion that the issue was not pushed 
because of campaign contributions is reprehensible but, as 
we have learned from the impeachment hearings, not to be 
considered impossible.

Democrats to press for closed primary law 


MADISON — Quite unnoticed by the state 


press recently was a formal action of the Dem- 
ocratic state committee that suggests a move 
for the most important modification in the stat- 
utory system of nominating candidates for pub- 
lic office in Wisconsin since the adoption of the 
celebrated "open primary" law more than half 
a century ago. 


With a single dissenting vote, the committee 


agreed to ask Democrats in the legislature next 
year to modify the state laws to arrange for a 
"closed" presidential primary election in the 
spring of 1976. 


"The principle should be maintained — in 


compliance with national standards — that 
only avowed Democrats be allowed to select 
delegates to the national Democratic conven- 
tion," asserted the committee. 


The committee is probably a fair slice of the 


leadership of the present state Democratic 
party organization. In any event, it consists of 
elected members, some of them primarily con- 
cerned with ideology, but with a smattering of 
men and women with practical political experi- 
ence. Because they have formally declared 
their wishes, it must be assumed that Demo- 
cratic office-holders will pay heed and, if the 
party wins control of the legislature this fall as 
it hopes, such a drastic change of policy ma> 
be in the offing. 


This reporter has long believed that one ol 


the reasons why the direct primary has been 
less successful, in voter participation terms, 
than its originators had hoped is that typical 
voters are not entirely aware of the importance 
of the process. In point of fact, when a true two- 
party competitive system exists, the nomi- 
nation of candidates is as important as the 
election of candidates. When this was a one- 
party state, with the LaFollette Progressives 
and the Stalwarts competing for the right to 
govern over a period of decades, the primary 
was in fact the election. The Democratic third 
party competition was nominal. 


That is why Wisconsin law has always pro- 


vided for an "open primary." meaning that the 
voter at the polls could choose the party ballot 
he preferred to mark, without a requirement 
for previous registration of his party choice. 
The thrust of all of the state election laws has 
'been to assure the broadest freedom of action 
to the voter, and that concept was embodied in 
the commonly accepted notion of the demo- 
cratic process and liberalism. 


Occasionally, the conservative elements at- 


tempted modifications. When the LaFollette 
party began visibly to decline nearly 30 years 
ago, and a LaFollette decided to return to the 
Republican ballot, Republican regulars at- 
tempted to disqualify him by requiring a candi- 


date for a nomination in the primary to certify 
his previous allegiance. The liberal community 
of the state rose up as if with one voice to per- 
suade a Republican governor to write a lethal 
veto. 
. 
, 
The new Democratic posture, therefore, is 


provocative. A "closed" primary would sub- 
stantially limit the freedom of individuals to 
choose. Almost surely it derives from the an- 
noying experience, from the point of view of the 
Democratic liberals, of having Republicans 
choose the Democratic ballot, as they were 
widely assumed to be doing when Gov. George 
Wallace got surprisingly good support in a Wis- 
consin primary. But and conversely, it would 
sfiarply limit the freedom of the voter, notably 
that "independent" voter whose numbers are 
rising. 


More significantly, the principle of voter 


freedom of choice is .not divisible, in a reason- 
able view. If the nomination of presidential 
candidates is confined to those who have put 
themselves on record as partisans, how can the 
principle of freedom of choice be continued 
credibly in the nomination of governors, state 
legislators, sheriffs, and whatever? The legis- 
lature may ignore a request that is radical in 
historical perspective, but the fact that it has 
been by the highest board of officers of the ma- 
jority party of the state is significant.

Congress running 
against the clock i 


A while ago rumors were wandering 


(if that is the right figure of speech) all 
over the country that the Democrats in 
Congress wanted to stall -the impeach- 
ment process until after the 1974 elec- 
tions for the House and Senate. Mr. 
Nixon, as one pudit explained it, was to 
be left "slowly, slowly twisting in the 
wind" to remind the electorate of the 
enormity of Republican sins. 


My favorite mentor, after the author 


of "Ecclesiastes," is the medieval phi- 
losopher William of Occam, famous for 
his razor, "Occam's razor," para- 
phrased from the Latin, tells us that if 
there are two explanations for a phe- 
nomenon, act on the assumption that 
the simplest one is true.

If the body can complete an 
impeachment vote by September 1, 
there may be time for a Senate trial be- 
fore January 3, 1975. If not, unless my 
understanding of constitutional law is 
dreadfully deficient, the whole oper- 
ation may go back to square one. Un- 
like the Senate, the House is not a con- 
tinuing body; which is to say that 
nothing vjied by this House is binding 
on the v.iG elected in November. 


Constitutionally unclear is the sub- 


sequent question: If the House does 
vote impeachment this session, will the 
Senate be within its rights to conduct 
the trial during the next session? Nor- 
mally, measures which are passed by 
the House in one session do not carry 
over to the Senate during the sub- 
sequent one. The only thing I can say 
on this topic is that it would surely 
send the agile St. Clair off to the courts 
for another trip around the track. 


A Filibuster Is Possible 


To further complicate matters, sup- 


pose the pro-Nixon diehards in the Sen- 
ate stage a filibuster while the clock 
runs out? There are absolutely no rules 
on how the Senate operates in impeach- 
ment proceedings. The precedents 
from the trial of Andrew Johnson sug- 
gest that the Upper House can make up 
the rules as it goes along with the Chief 
Justice — who chairs the trial — pow- 
erless if his rulings are overturned by 
a majority on the floor. At the Johnson 
proceedings, Chief Justice Chase tried 
to inject a medicum of due process into 
the action, but the radical Republican 
majority grabbed the ball and ran with 
it. 


All indications are that the American 


people are sick and tired of Watergate 
and its ramifications. (So am I, and I 
apologize to my patient editors and 
faithful readers for still another col- 
umn on the subject.) It has surely been 
bad enough to follow the ins and outs of 
impeachment over the past year, but 
how would the populace react if this an- 
tique, creaky machine had to be 
cranked up for another full round? My 
gut reaction is there might in fact be a 
revolution; contrary to most com- 
mentators, I am convinced that bore- 
dom has inspired moic revolutions 
than agitators. 


Yet beyond that there is the dreadful 


notion of the President of the United 


States — any President — "slowly, 
slowly swinging in the wind" for two 
years. Can't the House stop playing 
disorganized games and get this bal$- 
ful business up for decision, one way or 
the other, fast?

ing program that was started in June, 
1971. The 1973 coroner's report indi- 
cated that out of 11 drivers tested, 
three .had positive marijuana washings 
and two tested positive for other drugs. 


On the basis of results from this 


previous testing program, it was estab- 
lished that marijuana and barbiturates 
may be significant contributing factors 
in traffic accidents 


"If we can, by participation with the 


(program) point out the danger of drug 
use by drivers. I'm certain ihat in a 
few years hence, many such drivers 
will be living who would otherwise be1 
dead," Kemps said. 


Results from the previous testing 


program also indicate that "alcohol is 
by far the most dangerous drug exam- 
ined."

Ford II says the impeachment proceed-

predicted on Tuesday that despite the 
impeachment move, the 1975 model 
year would see a "gradual slowing of 
inflation" and atoost in U.S. auto sales 
by up to one million units over the cur- 
rent model year. 
Ford, who supported the President's 


re-election effort in 1972. would not say 
whether Nixon should resign or be re- 
moved. 


"1 have no comment on that," he 


said. 


"Generally speaking there's been a 


lack of confidence on the part of the 


consumer. There's no question it's 
there and it has affected car sales of 
1974."

Ford made "his remarks at a news- 


conference during the company's pre- 
view of its 1975 model cars which go on 
sale Sept. 27. 


He also said the company would re- 


duce its capital spending in the United 
States next year by more than S220 mil- 
lion because of disappointing profits, 
risings costs and the prospect for only 
a modest increase in car sales in 1975. 
Ford's current capital spending in the 
United States is S650 million. Current 
worldwide capital spending is about $1 
billion and next year's will be cut from 
5 to 8 per cent. Ford said. 


"If national economic policy is held 


to its present course, we believe that 
the year ahead will bring a gradual 


slowing of inflation and a resumption 
'of economic growth," he said. 


„ Ford said industrywide auto sales in

A record 11.8 million cars were sold

Ford said inflation has become the

the United States has the fortitude to 
apply them firmly and the patience to 
wait for results," he said.

Nixon no longer stands for the con- 
servative mandate which voters gave 
him in 1972 and "survival itself has be- 
come the principal aim of this adminis- 
tration." 


Phillips, who briefly headed the Of- 


fice of Economic Opportunity last year 
when Nixon was trying to dismantle it, 
said mailings are going out to con- 
servatives around the country in a 
drive to build grass-roots support for 
the President's removal. 


"Conservatives have long provided 


Richard Nixon with his most depend- 
able support," said Phillips. "It is ap- 
propriate that we should now play a 
decisive part in requiring his depar- 
ture from public life." 


He said "it is important for conserva- 


tives at the grassroots to realize that 
President Nixon is not in effective con- 
trol of the government" and that the 
conservative cause is not dependent on 
Nixon remaining in office. 


Phillips said his views are shared by 


leading conservatives in and out of 
Congress, but many are reluctant to 
speak out because of support for Nixon 
among their constituents. 


Phillips left the OEO after the U.S. 


Court of Appeals ruled his appointment 
was illegal because Nixon never sub- 
mitted his name to the Senate for con- 
firmation.

Energy crisis still exists, 
Midwest governors told 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) - The 


energy crisis is real, even though the 
public doesn't believe it, Midwest gov- 
ernors were told at their annual confer- 
ence today. 


An energy task force headed by Dr. 


Samuel J. Tuthill of the Iowa Geologi- 
cal Survey predicted in a report to be 
submitted today that "recurring social 
and economic disruptions" will result 
from fuel shortages through 1980. 


"Public belief in the reality of the 


energy crisis is at a low ebb," the re- 
port said, but it added, "The fact is 
that traditional energy resources are 
running out." 


Energy matters were the prime topic 


at today's closing session of the confer- 
ence, at which Federal Energy Admin- 
istrator John C. Sawhill was to speak. 


Impeachment was another probable 


topic, ,with Gov. Daniel Walker of Il- 
linois expected to again press for a res- 
olution prodding Congress to wind up 
impeachment proceedings by Oct. 1. 


Walker, a Democrat, was blocked 


from introducing the resolution 
Tuesday by a conference rule requiring 


unanimous consent. He said he might 
ask for a two-thirds vote to suspend the 
rules. 


Democrats hold an 8-4 margin at the 


conference. But some fellow Democrats 
opposed Walker, including Nebraska 
Gov. J. James Exon, who said the con- 
ference should not be "sidetracked on 
Watergate." 


Some Republicans were less chari- 


table. Gov. Christopher Bond of Mis- 
souri called Walker's effort "political 
posturing." 


The task force report said develop- 


ment of new energy sources would be 
"painfully slow" and conservation was 
in the best national interest. It said 
governors should push for a national 
energy policy to develop a "conserva- 
'tion ethic." 


The report also called for contin- 


uation of the government's fuel alloca- 
tion program, which it said had suf- 
fered problems but t u r n e d out 
successful. 
It aiso recommended a 


states' rights approach to air quality 
and reclamation of lands after strip 
mining, with states responsible for en- 
forcing federal standards. 


Forest fire being contained 


DULUTH, Minn. (AP) - The head of 


fire control operations for the U.S. For- 
est Service in Minnesota's Superior Na- 
tional Forest said Tuesday two of the 
fires burning there are contained, but 
not controlled. 


A third is under control. Cliff Crosby 


said. 


"There are 1,000 acres there dormant 


and smoldering. Given a couple of hot, 
dry windy days, that sleeping giant 
could become a monster and take off 
again," said Crosby. 


The Magnetic Lake fire of 60 to 80 


acres is under control, Crosby said, 
and noted that preliminary investi- 
gation revealed it had been caused by a 
power line failure. 


About 60 of the 200 persons at the 


Prayer Lake fire were to be demobi- 
lized Tuesday night, he said, with pos- 
sibly another 100 to be excused 
Thursday. The latter will include five 


out-of-state groups called in to fight the 
blaze, which jumped into Canada Sat- 
urday. 


Crosby said the Plume Lake fire now 


consisted of about nine separate fires- 
burning inside of a 100-acre tract. 


Canadian forces are still battling the 


fire on their side, he said. 


Fire lines built a considerable dis- 


tance from the conflagration while the 
fire was crowning had to be rebuilt 
when the wind switched. 


Crosby said all the forest service's 


aircraft, a helicopter and six contract 
aircraft, were used to fight the fires. 


In addition to the three major fires, 


there were 15 others last Saturday, 
Crosby said. 


"We used no heavy equipment what- 


ever in the Boundary Waters Canoe 
Area, but we have miles and miles of 
hose strung out and a lot of pumpers. 
We intend to leave the hose strung out 
until we see what happens."

Palestine guerrilla leader Yasir Ara- 


fat arrived in Moscow Tuesday night, 
but the welcome given him did not ful- 
fill expectations in some quarters in 
the Middle East that he would be re- 
ceived as a chief of state. 


Arafat was welcomed by a low-level 


"delegation, and Tass, the Soviet news 
agency, did not even say he was on an 
official visit. 


Arafat went to the Soviet capital 


seeking support for an independent 
state of Palestine. It is a mission to 
Moscow he has made before without 
success. 


Farouk Kaddoumi, chairman of the 


political department of Arafat's Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, claimed 
this visit was historic because it is Ara- 
fat's first at Soviet government invita- 
tion. 


"The talks are expected to be at the 


highest level," he said. 


Meanwhile, Palestinian guerrillas in 


Beirut and the rightist Lebanese Pha- 
langist party agreed to a cease-fire 
Tuesday night and to disengage their 


forces after 24 hours of fighting in Dek 
waneh, a northeastern suburb of th 
Lebanese capital. 


Nine joint, committees were formed 


to supervise the ceasefire and the with 
drawal of the forces of both sides from 
a stretch of pine woods between honn 
of Phalangist members in Dekwaneh 
and the Tal Zaatar Palestinian refugee 
camp. 


Six-man "disengagement com 


mittees" — two from each side and twt 
Lebanese police — toured the blacked 
out area announcing the agreement b\ 
loudspeaker, and Phalangist and Pales 
tinian spokesmen said they wer 
heeded immediately. 


The fighting began with a gun battle ! 


Saturday in Dekwaneh in which a guer 
rilla was killed and a Phalangist mi 
htia leader was seriously wounded 
Both sides said it was an isolated inci- 
dent, but the fighting renewed Monda\ 
night, and each side accused the othe: 
of starting it. Twenty persons wen- 
wounded Monday night, and four per- 
sons were killed Tuesday. 


Allende sentenced 
after mass trial in Chile 


SANTIAGO. Chile (AP) - The larg- 


est trial in Chile's history has ended 
with death sentences for the former 
head of the state bank and three air 
force men. 


Prison sentences ranging from 300 


days to life were also ordered on 
Tuesday for 56 other alleged supporters 
of the late President Salvador Allende. 


Three defendants were acquitted. 
The court-martial panel of six air 


force officers sentenced Carlos Lazo. 
46, Col. Ernesto Galaz Guzman. 46; 
Capt. Raul Vergara, 31. and Sgt. Belar- 
mino Constanzo. 43, to death by firing 
squad. Lazo was convicted of treason 
and espionage; the air force men were 
convicted of treason and sedition. 


Ten of the 63 defendants were civil- 


ians, and the rest were air force offi- 
cers or enlisted men. The charges 
against them ranged from possesion of 
Marxist literature to high treason. 
Many were linked to Plan Z, an alleged 
plot by militant leftists to murder mili- 
tary officers and anti-Communist poli- 
ticians to pave the way for a Marxist 
dictatorship. 


The death sentences are subject to 


review by Gen. Augusto Pinochet, the 
chief of state and president of the mili- 
tary junta that overthrew Allende last 
September. Foreign ambassadors were 
reported urging clemency. 


Scores of secret military trials have 


been held throughout the country since 
the coup, and at least 96 persons were 
shot after being sentenced by summary 
courts. No executions have been re- 
ported since January, and international 
legal observers and newsmen were 
allowed to attend the mass trial that 
began April 17 and ended June 5. 


The military prosecutor asked a life 


sentence for Lazo, but the court over- 
ruled him and gave him the death pen- 
alty. It rejected 
the 
prosecutor's 


request for death sentences for three 
other air force men and sentenced 
them to prison terms of three years to 
life. 


The only woman defendant. Maria 


Teresa Wedeles. 23, received the 300- 
day sentence. She gave birth to a baby 
girl while in the women's prison. Miss 
Wedeles was convicted of destroying 
the official papers of ex-Sen. Eric 
Schnake, a member of Allende's Social- 
ist party, wlio was sentenced to 20 
years. 


Another mass trial is under way in 


Temuco, 500 miles south of Santiago. It 
is the second trial for 23 persons ac- 
cused of being extremists of the Revo- 
lutionary Leftist Movement (MIR). In 
the first trial they were sentenced to 
prison terms ranging from 60 days to 
10 years. But a new trial was ordered 
because they had not been permitted to 
consult attorneys, the military prose- 
cutor said. 


Still awaiting trial are the most im- 


portant members of Allende's adminis- 
tration caught by the junta, including 
ex-Foreign Minister Clodomiro Al- 
meyda and Communist party head Luis 
Corvalan. 


Almeyda. Corvalan and 40 other left- 


ist leaders were brought to the San- 
tiago area from frigid Dawson Island, 
at the southern tip of Chile, in May. but 
the junta has not announced when they 
go to court. 


Gov. Wallace terms 
impeachment traumatic 


MONTGOMERY. Ala. (AP)- Gov. 


George C. Wallace says "it would be a 
traumatic experience for the nation to 
have a president impeached." 


But Wallace added, in his first public 


comment on the impeachment proceed- 
ings, that he doesn't mean to imply 
that he thinks the impeachment pro- 
cess should be abandoned. 


"I just wish the things they are 


charging President Nixon with had 
never happened." he said.
